The general's little daugh- 
ter. Elizabeth. was brought into the 
sick room for a few moments to see 
her father. and offered him a small 
apple pie, which she herself had made. 
Gen. Harrison smiled his recognition 
of the child and her gift, but the ef- 
fort to speak was too much, and he 
could do nothing more to express his 
appreciation. 

Today, all efforts 
slowly dying men to consciousness 
falled, and he died without a word of 
recognition to any of the loved ones 
who surrounded him. 

PITIED THE BOERS. 

From one who was present at the 
deathbed, it is learned that the allega- 
tions of cruelty and injustice dealt out 
by England to the Boers in their 
struggle for liberty had been a sub- 
ject of thought in the mind of Gen. 
Harrison. To his friends he had often 
spoken of the pity and shame, as he 
viewed it, that the brave and sturdy 
farmers of South Africa should be 
rubbed of their country; of all they 
have in the world, and forced to sub- 
mit to terrible miseries in resisting the 
oppressions of a world power. 

Gen. Harrison, it is stated, would 
have liked nothing better than to 
come out frankly and strongly. and sav 
te every one who would hear, what 
he thought of England’s cruelty; it 
was on his mind constantly, but he 
believed that an ex-President should 
observe the same proprieties of speech 
which are ohserved by President of 
the United States. e wes at all 
times careful to say nothing which 
could be misconstrued or twisted into 
a seeming disregard for the dignity 
for the high office which he once held. 

In his semi-consciovs condition, when 
the sentinels of discretion and pro- 
priety had gone from their posts and 
the mind of the man was wandering, 
he began to speak of the Boers and 
their hopeless struggle for national 
life. His voice was weak and trem- 
bling. his thoughts were not connected, 
but the listeners bending over him 
could hear ‘words of pity for the dying 
farmer republics. 

THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral will take place next Sun- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock.

LIVED HAPPILY. 


Since Gen. Harrison's retirement 
from the Presidency he had devoted 
himself almost entirely to his law 
practice, his only public services being 
his appearance in 1899 as counsel for 
Venezuela in the South American re- 
public’s dispute with England over her 
boundary line. Notwithstanding his 
large law practice, Gen. Harrison had 
devoted much time since retiring from 
the Presidency to amusement. He at- 
was a 
great diner-out, and was at all social 
gatherings one of those most thor- 
oughly entertained and happy. He at- 
tended local musical concerts, was 
president of the University Club, which 
he assisted in organizing, three years 
ago: was a mémber of the Independent 
Dramatic Club, and made many tnfor- 
mal social calls. In all of these af- 
fairs he was attended by Mrs. Harri- 
son. 

Gen. Harrison loved a good dinner 
and a bright social atmosphere of witty 4 
conversation to go with it. ac- 
dented invitations to dine out ry. 
and little dinner parties at his own 
house in honpr of intimate friends 
were frequent. Within the last thee 
weeks, with Mrs. Harrison, he had ac- 
cepted a number of dinner invitations. 

The following telegram was received 
at the Harrison home late tonight from 
Sefior Aspiroz, the Mexican Ambassa- 
dor: 

“Mrs. Harrison: Please accept con- 
dolences from myself and Mre. Az- 
piroz in your grief.” ; 

A telegram of condolence was also 
received from Justice McKenna of the 
Supreme Court. Another was received 
from John Wanamaker, who was Post- 
master-General during the Harrison 
administration, stating that he will at- 
tend the funeral. The following tele- 
gram from ex-President Cleveland was 
received tonight by Mrs. Harrison: 

“Princeton, N. J.—Accept my heart- 
felt sympathy in an affliction which 
many millions share with you.” ‘

After the announcement of Gen. Har-

PITTSBURGH, March 13.—Two 
communications from Andrew Carne- 
gie, which are officially made public 
tonight, tell of the steel king’s retire- 
ment from active business life and of 
his donation of $5,000,000 for the en- 
dowment of a fund for superannuated 
and disabled employés of the Car- 
negie Company. This benefaction is 
dy far the largest of the many created 
by Carnegie, and is probably without 
a counterpart anywhere in the world, 
This fund will in no wise interfere 
with the continuance of the savings 
kund established by the company fif- 
teen years ago for the benefit of its 
employés. In this latter fund nearly 
$2,000,000 of the employés’ savings are 
on deposit, upon which the company 
by contract pays 6 per cent. and loans 
money to the workmen to build their 
own homes. The letters follow: 
“NEW YORK, March 12. 
“To the Good People of Pittsburgh: 
An opportunity to retire from business 
came to me unsought, which I consid- 
ered it my duty to accept. My resolve 
was made in youth to retire before old 
age. From what I have seen around 
me, I cannot doubt the wisdom of this 
course, although the change is great, 
even serious, and seldom brings the 
happiness expected. But this is because 
so many, having abundance to retire 
upon, have so little to retire to. The 
fathers in olden days taught that a 
man should have time before the end 
of his career for the ‘making of his 
soul.’ I have always felt that old age 
should be spent, not as the Scotch say 
in ‘making mickle mair,’ but in mak - 
ing a good use of what has been ac- 
quired, and I hope my friends of Pitts- 
burgh win approve of my as tion in 
retiring while still in full health and 
vigor, and I can reasonably expect 
many years for usefulness in fields 
which have other than personal aims.

HARRIMAN WANTS TO NAME THE 
NEW DIRECTORS. 


Annual Meeting of Stockholders Next 
Month Productive of an Interesting 
Contest—Syndicate in Need of the 
Proxies of the Disinterested.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The approaching an- 
nual meeting of the Southern Pacific 
stockholders, which ig to be held in 
this city Wednesday, April 3, prom- 
ises to develop an interesting contest 
for the control of the corporation's 
affairs for the ensuing year. It was 
learned today thet E. H. Harriman is 
diligently engaged at the present time 
in securing proxies from the stock- 
holders with the idea of controlling 
the election of a new board of direc- 
tors, and while there is every indica- 
tion that tke Harriman syndicate will 
secure enough proxies to vote a ma- 
jority of the stock, well-developed op- 
position to the syndicate’s plans has 
sprung up in the East, and is causing 
Harriman no little perplexity. 

It is now officially stated that the 
Harriman syndicate holds only two- 
fifths of the stock of the Kentucky 
corporation, an amount sufficient to 
carry control of the company only with 
the aid of proxies from disinterested 
stockholders. With the idea of secur- 
ing some of these proxies, Harriman. 
has written to many of the stockhold- 
ers of record, of whom there are quite 
a number residing in this part of the 
country, and the approaching annual 
meeting will develop whether the plans 
of the syndicate will prevail, or 
whether Harriman is to be out-gener- 
aled by those in opposition, who are 
said to be secretly working with vim 
to get the proxies of the scattered 
three-fifths. 

It is authoritatively announced that 
the Harriman syndicate holds 825,000 
Shares of the stock of the Kentucky 
corporation out of a total of 2,000,000 
shares. Of this amount, 600,000 shares 
represent the Huntington holdings and 
225,000 shares the holdings of the 
Speyers. To accept the explanation of 
a man who for years has been con- 
versant with Southern Pacific affairs 
and who is familiar with the details 
of the recent etock transaction that 
brought Harriman into such promi- 
nence as a railroad- manipulator, Har- 
riman was negotlatine with H. E. 
Huntington and the widow of the late 
C. P. Huntington for the Huntington 
holdings at the same time that the 
Speyers were negotiating for the stock 
with the trustees of the Huntington 


estate, and the syndicate closed the 
deal before the Speyers knew that 
there was any opposition to their 


plans. 

When the Speyers found their plans 
to control the Southern Pacific were 
defeated, they unwillingly, but finally 
accepted an offer for their holdings, 
and it is with this 825,000 shares that 
Harriman now proposes to control the 
big Kentucky corporation, and to do It, 
he needs proxies for about two hun- 
dred thousand shares, It goes without 
saying that Harriman stands a bet- 
ter chance of accomplishing this task 
than the opposition has in gathering 
proxies for 1,000,000 shares of scat- 
tered stock, and, although the fight 
is on in real earnest. few people ex- 
pect to see the syndicate’s plans in 
reference to the approaching annual 
meeting defeated.

Britain’s Premier Sounds Fresh Note 
of Warning—Parliament Meddling 
Too Much With Private Enterprise.

Lord Salisbury, speaking this 
evening at the annual banquet of the 
Association of the Chambers of Com- 
merce, after alluding to the “unity of 
parties during the many months of 
struggle from which England is issu- 
ing with her strength unimpaired,” 
referred to the trade questions. | 
I don’t find,” said the Premier,, 
“that the specter of Germany has af- 
fected our commercial works, although 
a despondent feeling exists, which is 
due rather to the necessity which fer- 
tile writers feel of producing copy for 
impending issues, rather than to any 
real foundation in fact. Still, there is 
a note of discouragement in a certain 
portion of public opinion and the pub- 
lic press. This, perhaps, is the na- 
tional pessimism which attends too 
‘great success, but I trust we Shall take 
such warnings as if they were real, 
and give our whole attention to meet- 
ing any dangers that might be press- 
ing upon us.” 

After recommending a more general 
study of foreign languages, and as- 
serting that Englishmen should know 
French, German, and possibly Spanish, 
before thinking of Latin and Greek, 
Lord Salisbury urged that education 
should be utilitarian.

SCHOONER J. B. WARD MAKES A 
REMARKABLE VOYAGE. 


Develop Beach Prospects—Thawing 
. and Sinking on Newton and Grass 
Guiches—Staking the Ocean. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) March 13.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The first news from 
Dutch Harbor and Unalaska for 
many months was brought today by the 
schoner J. B. Ward, after a remarkable 
voyage. The J. B. Ward started for 
Dutch Harbor from Seattle last June. 
From that port she made Unalaska 
and thence cruised through the Aleu- 
tian Islands till she reached Atou, the 
uttermost island of the group. The 
natives live in underground dwellings, 
known as barbadoes, and the white 
man rarely comes. The members of 
the expedition traded with the Aleuts 
and searched for gold. They found the 
best prospects in the beach sand and 
determined to develop claims. This 
work and trading kept the entire party 
until November 2. That day the 
schooner sailed with part of the crew, 
the rest remaining at the new fields. 
They were Capt. Hansen, Dan Sinclair. 
Louis Lisner and Joe Massey. 

At Unalaska the J. B. Ward picked 
up Seely and Sullivan, who have been 
prospecting for some two years on the 
island. Seely states that he found 
good quartz, but no placer. The ore is 
free-milling. When the schooner left 
Dutch Harbor there waa little news. 

The schooner Bonita, from San Fran- 
cisco, and the schooner Bear of the 
Bering Sea trade, were also at Dutch 
Harbor. The Indians picked up a 
piece of the rail of a vessel near Una- 
laska. Whether the ship from which 
the flotsam came was big or small 
could not be judged. —

NEW YORK, March 13.—The Journal 
of Commerce says the market for Cali- 
fornia citrus fruits, especially oranges, 
ie at the moment in an almost demor- 
alized condition. Within the last two 
days no less than 132 full carloads have 
been sold at auction, and it is doubtful 
whether the entire amount realized is 
sufficient to more than pay freight 
charges from California, to say nothing

forfiia on a box of oranges is % cents. 
and some boxes have gold as low as 35 
cents. 

The reason for the demoralization is 
the heavy receipts, which have come 
all at once, and which have more than 
filled the current demand. In addition 
to the large receipts is the fact that 
some of the oranges are in exception- 
ally poor and soft condition—in many 
cases amounti to absolute rottenness. 
It is claimed t the fruit could not 
be promptly chipped from California 
om account of the difficulty in obtain- 
ing cars there.

LOS ANGELES, March 11.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] In The Times 
of Sunday last there was published an 
article on the new Irish policy of ob- 
struction, from the pen of Michael 


Davitt, the well-known Irish politician . 


—or patriot, if you will. In thie ar- 
ticle, Mr. Davitt makes another of his 
savage attacks upon the British gov- 
ernment, which government, to judge | 
from his remarks, one would suppose 
to be as severe and autocratic as that 
of Russia. This is not the case. Mr. 
Davitt, however, has himself felt the 
heavy hand of the English law upon 
his shoulders, and consequently some 
allowance must be made for his heated 


‘utterances, 


Mr. Davitt claims that the British 
Legislature is a parliament of the peo- 
ple in name and pretense, but not in 
actuality; that the British constitu- 
tion, while prolific in the phrases and 
forms of ™ is a magnificent 
sham and a parody upon popular gov- 
ernment. It is not the purpose of the 
writer to discuss the truth or falsity 
of these statements, but to refer in a 
few words to the further declaration of 
the Irish agitator that true Irishmen 
“want no kind of connection to exist 
between England and Ireland more in- 
timate or objective than the sea which 
divides them.” This means, if it means 
anything, that the class of Irishmen 
with whom Mr. Davitt trains will never 
be satisfied with anything short of the 
absolute separation of the Emerald 
Isle from Great Britain. It is not for 
a moment to be expected that Great 
Britain will ever grant this desire, nor 
is it evident how it could do so, with 
safety to itself. To do this would be 
to invite the assisted landing of a for- 
eign foe upon the island upon the first 
occasion that a few hot-headed Irish 
leaders might take it into their heads 
to encourage such action. Supposing 
that Cuba was located within a hun- 
dred miles of New York, is it p 
that the United States would agree 
the holding of that island by an 
pendent power? As to the pro 
condition of Ireland itself, —2— 
that it were granted absolute independ. 
ence, the people of this country are 
able to make a fairly good guess. Look 
at the government of New York City, 
which comes about as near to be an 
Irish government as can be

should not be lost sight of—as it usu- 
ally is in discussing this q 
a majority of the population of 
inhabiting the most 
progressive section of the island, is 
composed of people of a religious 
faith from that of t agitators, a 
people who are strongly opposed to 
these men and their methods, who are 
loyal to the British government, who 
are content with their present lot, and 
who would bitterly resent being turned 
over to the tender mercies of Mr. 
Davitt and his followers—men who are 
“forninst the government“ on general 
principles. 

For these, and other good reasons 
which might be named, it is evident 
that the attempt to secure absolute in- 
dependence for Ireland is a hopeless 
It would be far better if the 
Irish members of Parilament would 
content themselves with fighting for 
further reasonable reforms, in which 
they would have the sympathy and 


support of a great number of fair- 
minded Englishmen.

The initiative in the incident, which 
reached its culmination yesterday, was 
assumed by Dr. Cayle, who inquired 
by letter as to the pastorate some time 
ago. A call was sent to him, and his 
answer was a telegram stating that he 
would take charge of the local church 
on June 1. The members of the con- 
gregation congratulated themselves 
upon securing the services of a man 
whose great earnestness and ability are 
so generally recognized, and the tele- 
gram of yesterday came as a disap- 
pointment. In an exclusive dispatch 
from Denver, published in Tuesday's 
Times, it was stated that Dr. Coyle 
contemplated such a move.

SAN LUIS OBISPO CASE CALLS 
FORTH HARSH WORDS. 


— 


Three Justices Pronounce an Appeal 
as “Frivolous and Entirely Devoid of 
Merit” and Order One Hundred Dol- 
lars Damages to Respondent. 


An appeal case from San Luis 
Obispo county has brought forth some 
harsh words from the justices of the 
Supreme Court. They weren't pleased 
a bit about the case they were asked 
to pass upon in review. and the judg- 
ment of the lower court in favor of 
the plaintiff’ was affirmed in a hurry. 

The action was for unlawful detainer. 
Flora Harioe is the plaintiff and C. K. 
Lambie, with others, is the defendant 
and appellant. On November 1. 1897, the 
plaintiff teased to Lambie certain real 
estate, by written lease, for the term 
of three years from date, at a rental 
of $1000 per year. The lease contained 
a covenant that the appellant would 
not underlet any portion of the prem- 
des or assign this lease without the 
written permission of the party of the 
first part. But on May 5, 1898, accord- 
ing to the evidence, he did, without 
} plaintiff's consent. and, in violation of 
the terms of the iease, sublet a portion 
of the premises to one Pierce. Pierce 
paid to appellant the sum of $400 for 
the premises so sublet to him. Appel- 
lant never paid any rent. and upon de- 
mand made in writing. refused to pay. 
or to surrender up possession of the 
premises. Piaintiff commenced this ac- 
tion May . 1898, to recover possession 
upon the grou: d of failure of appeilant 
to pay the rent and remaining in pos- 
| session three days after demand made 
for its payment, and upon the further 
ground that appellan ted the cov- 
enants of the lease by subletting to 
Pierce.

THE CAVE MAN’S LEGACY TO 
MODERNS. 


Mr. Treves has called attention jocu- 
larly to the fact that with precisely 
the sar.e alimentary canal as served 
the cave man after his meals of raw 
hyena meat we attack the aldcrmanic 
public dinners of the twentieth cen- 
tury. It is equally true that while our 
lives depend upon the health and 
strength of the same sort and kind of 
celle—each in a sense an individual— 
that made up the bodies of our ances- 
tors thousands of centuries before the 
cave man appeared the race to a great 
extent has changed its habits and 
methods of living, with no reference to 
the basal habits and needs of the cells 
which compose it. The less we conflict 
with these habits, the more we recog- 
nize and meet these needs, the higher 
will be the average health of mankind. 

This line of argument may seem to 
take me far afield, and yet it is the 
scientific justification for the belief in 
the value of exercise. 

Darwin has shown us that the chain 
of life has begun in the simple and 
ended in the complex. Haeckel has 
demonstrated that under the influence 
of heredity the human embryo still 
passes during its development through 
the stages of fish and fowl, as well as 
of various forms of flesh“ that we 
speak of as “inferior,” before it takes 
its final shape. Even the effect of the 
rise and fall of the tides on the nutri- 
tion of our marine ancestors is thought 
still to be shown in the periodicity of 
some of the funci.ons of the human 
species. 

Indissoluble ties link us to all the 
rest of organic nature, and the four 
most primitive requirements of health 
—sunlight, oxygen, food to replace 
worn-out cells, and (as soon as we 
reach the animal kingdom) motion, or 
“exercise’’—are the same now as they 
were when the pulse of life first be- 
gan to beat on this planet. 
KEEPING THE TISSUES HEALTHY. 


Health in a human being today., as 
always, consists in such a condition of 
growth and development of all the 
tissues and organs of the body as en- 
ables them to fulfill their functions 
easily and completely, respond 
promptly to occasional unusua; de- 
mands upon them, end resist ef- 
fectually the attacks of disease. It 
depends upon the activity with which 
the numberless atoms or cells that 
constitute the body are cast off and 
replaced by others, and upon the 


newness. young cell, 

person, a reserve 
„ an energy, a vitality, a power 
of resistance that invariably begins 
to diminish as soon as full develop- 
ment has been attained. ne 
physiologist or physician, who. Alad- 
din-like, could offer “new cells for 
old,” would have discovered the secret 
of perpetual youth. 

Every time we move or breathe, or 
even think, ce n cells die, disin- 
tegrated, and must be replaced by 
others. This work is done by the 
blood, which lays down the new ma- 
terial and carries off the old, to be 
thrown out by the lungs, the skin ahd 
the ki@neys. The succession of events 
makes up “life,” and, reducing the 
statement to the simplest possible 
terms, we may say that the health 
and strength of any individual are in 
direct proportion to the thoroughness 
and celerity with which these oc- 
currences take place. 
we are able to understand how 
agent of any sort which influences 
these processes favorebly must be one 
which will promote at the same time 
the destruction of the old celis and 
their rapid replacement by new ones: 
in other words, on which, while it 
hastens the death of certain tissues, 
will at the same time send them an 
increased amount of material with 
which to repair „ or which 
may even enable them to improve 
upon and add to the original struc- 
ture. Now, when we look for such an 
agent, discarding drugs, of course, as 
inapplicable and injurious, and assign- 
ing food to its proper place as fuel 
which may be transformed into force, 
but is useless alone and unassisted, 
we find that there is but one means 
within our reach for effecting this 
safely, continuously and 

Ithfully, and that is exercise. 
THE CHIEF AGENT IN PROLONG- 
ING LIFE. 


We have voluntarily, perhaps neces- 
sarily, cut ourselves off (by our clothes 
and our house and our habits) from 
the sunlight in which the entire bodies 
of our ancestors—not alone their hands 
and faceg—were bathed continuously 
—not on little occasional “outings.”’ 
Let the critic study the bacteriacidal 
effect of sunlight, the climatic treat- 
ment of consumption, the open-air 
treatment of surgical tuberculosis, the 
relation to the. percentage of sunlight 
to the mortality from influenza and 
similer subjects, before he dismisses 
this argument as irrelevant. ) 

The supply of oxygen to the indi- 
vidual has been similarly limited by 
the greatly-increased time spent in- 
doors, often in poorly-ventilated rooms, 
and among crowds of fellow-beings, 
congregated for work or for pleasure. 

Food is probably better in quality 
and quantity than ever before, but 
relative overeating has followed, and 
as a result special diseases, not only 
cancer, as has been stated, but gout 
and Bright's disease, are thought to 
be increasing. 

We thus have left of the four ele- 
mentary requirements only exercise as 
a practical agent for procuring or 
preserving health and pfolonging life. 

By “exercise” is meant certain 
movements made by means of the con- 
traction of the voluntary muscles— 
those muscles ich. are under the 
control of the wiii—and made with suf- 
ficient force and rapidity to cuicken 
the breathing ani the circulation of 
the blood: that is, to augment the ac- 
tion of the involuntary muscles con- 


funccions, chiefiy the 


n 

heart and the diaphram. 

WHAT EXERCISE DOES FOR THE 
BO 


Exercise increases the breathing 
power, rids us of carbonic acid and 
purifies our blood; increases the ac- 
tian of the heart, sending a larger 
quantity of this purified blood to all the 
tissues of the body, removing their 
waste, supplying the material for 
their renewal, and quickening all the 
vital processes; it thus fulfills all the 
conditions necessary in an agent which 
is to increase health and strength. 
The most obvious but least useful ef- 
fect of exercise is the increase in the 
size and power of the voluntary mus- 
cles; the most important effect is a 
strengthening of the involuntary mus- 
cles concerned in the processes of res- 
piration and circulation, which enables 
us to use the inc power of the 
voluntary muscles with comfort and 
safety, and to influence through these 
processes not only the health and 
strength, but also the growth and de- 
velopment of the whole body, and even 
the activity and force of the mental 
rocesses. With these conditions is 


associated an increased resistant power 
in too many to the attacks of disease and a post- 

ement of the degenerative processes 
— from advancing years, 


that, taken together, render irresisti- 
ble the conclusion that we have for 
the prolongation of life no more val- 
uable factor than judicious exercise. 

In the opinion of the writer, exercise 
is beneficial largely in proportion to 
what Hamerton calls the “faith” in 
exercise—the firm conviction of its 
value and necessity which makes one 
go out in all weathers, or take time un- 
der all circumstances for the discipline 
and hardening of the body, even leav- 
ing for that purpose the most urgent 
intellectual labors. Individual ex- 
amples 2 be adduced without end, 
but to take only two from the records 
of the two great English-speaking 


.races—when we hear that William Cul- 


len Bryant, a most remarkable example 
of the preservation of undiminished 
mental and physical vigor to advanced 
years, attributed it to a habit formed 
in early life of devoting the first hour 
or two after leaving his bed in the 
morning to moderate gyminatic exer- 
cise, his allowance of which he had not 
reduced “the width of a thumbnail” in 
his eighty-fourth year; and when we 
read that Mr. Gladstone, on the morn- 
ing that he introduced his home-rule 
bill, while all England—indeed, the 
whole world—was to be his audience 
in a few hours, and while the fate of 
great parties and of an entire race was 
involved in his presentment of his 
case, in spite of his advanced age, 
“spent hour in his private gymna- 
sium, after which he bathed and ate 
a light breakfast, we may well belleve 
that exercise has something to com- 
mend it to thoughful attention. 


COSTLY RESULTS OF INDIFFER- 
ENCE. 


I believe that as a rule it does not 
receive this attention to the degree it 
merits, either from my profession, 
from parents or guardians, or from the 
governing bodies of educational insti- 
tutions. Physicians and surgeons too 
often advise it in a merely perfunc- 
tury manner, and, their real. indiffer- 
ence being reflected in the conduct of 
the patient, turn to drugs to stimulate 
skin and kidneys or heart or lungs— 
work infinitely better done by exercise. 

The generally accepted axiom of to- 
day that too much food is one of the 
most notable factors in causing fatal 
disease should in the majority of cases 
read too much food relatively to the 
amount of exercise.’’ 
even in the absence of 
cise, would save 
same amount of food with abun- 
dant exercise would save many 
more; but the most useful text from 
which to preach to modern communi- 
ties would be “much less food and 
much more exercise.”

Ruskin Art Club. 


An array of Japanese pottery covering 
the tables, Japanese embroideries hung 
on easels, table corners and chairs; 
Japanese lacquer work occupying 
choice coigns of vantage, and Japa- 
nese wood cuts and colored photo- 

phs depending from every avail- 
able point, announced the subject of 
yesterday's study at the Ruskin Art 
Club— Japanese Art —as plainly as 
did the programme. Perhaps the an- 


clearer than that of the programme, 
in fact, since this last was headed Ori- 
ental : although the work of Japa- 
nese artists alone occupied the whole 
morning. A beautiful collection of 
porcelains and other art work was 
bréught to the class by Miss Belle Mac- 
donald, and Mr. Kendrick and Mr. 
Lichtenberg kindly lent the club many 
valuable specimens. Mrs. W. J. Wash- 
burn, who, with Miss Marie Crow, had 
the lesson in charge, had secured, by 
the kindness of Mr. Mone, a Japanese 
at present staying in Los Angeles, a 
large number of prints, copies of noted 
Japanese artists, and Mrs. . Poppleton 
had loaned the club some rare old 
Japanese embroideries. The pottery 
exhibit included work by Namikawa, 
inventor of cloisonné without wires, 
considered the best living worker in 
his art; by Seifu, Makuza Kozon and 


Chickusen; specimens of Nabashima 
and Kaga pottery, a piece of old 
Qmari, etc. 


The lesson was a general discussion 
of Japanese art by the whole club, be- 
ginning with the development of the 
distinctly Japanese type out of the 
Chinese, and dealing with the ideals 
and aims of oriental as distinguished 
from western art. Miss Crow, Miss 
Macdonald, Miss M. E. Abbott, Mrs. 
J. A. Walls, Mrs. J. D. Gibbs, Miss 
Emily Wing, Mrs. J. O. Koepfli and 
others took part in the discussion of 
the various topics. 


Wednesday Morning Club. 

The Shakespeare section met in the 
usual place for the opening lesson on 
the play of “Antony and Cleopatra.“ 
A large class was in attendance, and 
an interesting lesson was given by the 
leader, Mrs. H. J. Foster.

{RAILROAD RECORD.) 
UVIT-CAR FAMINE 


AT AN ACUTE STAGE. | 


The famine of fruit cars is most 
acute just now. 

Although from 125 to 150 carloads of 
citrus fruit a day have been going out, 
the growers are not satisfied. The or- 
anges are falling badly in most of the 
orchards. One to five boxes may be 
seen under many trees. In some pack- 
ing houses several carloads are packed 
ready for shipment. The fruit does 
not have good keeping qualities, and 
is reaching eastern markets with 3 to 
50 per cent. decayed. For these rea- 
sons the growers are the more anxious 


to get it on the rails. But the cars are 


not to be had. It is probable that 
four cars were asked for yesterday 
where only one, or at most two, were 
obtained. 

There is another side to the question, 
however. More than 100 cars of or- 
anges a day are going east, and they 
have been going at that rate for a long 
time. Prices at most points are very 
low; on inferior fruit hardly enough to 
pay freight charges. If all the ship- 
pers could get cars at this time there 
would be danger of a break in the 
market and the growers might lose 
both their fruit and the money paid 
for freighting.

Sampling Works to Be Constructed 
at Johannesburg—New Mining Field 


Wet Cyanide Process—Notes. 


— ṹ — 


There are many indications that 
prices of silver will continue to ad- 
vance. Not with such undue rapidity 
as to cause disturbance, yet with 
steady, onward movement, holding out 
hope that a time not far distant, will 
be reached when it will again pay to 
mine it in this country—-and mine it 
on its merits, irrespective of its ratio 
with gold. Such, alas, is the belief 
expressed by the Statist of London, 
one of the best English authorities on 
silver. That journal maintains the 
opinion that silver will permanently 
command higher prices in the future 
than have prevailed during these lat- 
ter years. Its belief that such will be 
the case is largely basel upon the 
manifest increase in the world’s nor- 
mal consumption of the metal. It 
States, among other things, that the 
Indian government is pledged to ur- 
chase fifty million ounces of silver 
annually. It also calls attention to the 
fact that when the present troubles in 
China are settled, there will be a very 
large increased demand for silver from 
that country, saying that, “it will be 
greater than it has hitherto been.” 
Besides these countries there are the 
Philippines, the Hawaiian Islands and 
Cuba, which will require a _ vastly 
greater amount of silver coinage than 
they required under their own finite 
forms of government. 

NEW SAMPLING WORKS. 

The Johannesburg, Cal. correspond- 
ent of the Los Angeles Mining Re- 
View writes that it has been decided 
by parties interested in the Rands- 
burg Railway and in the Randsburg 
and Santa Fé Reduction Works, to

UTAH MINING FIELDS. 


The Sentinel of Stateline, U 
attention to a district about 2 
much is known down this Way.

“Situated about ten miles east of State- 
line, at the breaking-up of the south 
end of the Indian Park range, at an 
altitude of about 6000 feet, is an im- 
mense body of porphyry, with an east- 
erly and westerly trend.

It is further stated that the method 
employed will be the “wet cyanide 
process.“ The ore will be first crushed 
by thirty stamps and then dumped 
into tanks with a solution of cyanide.

summer. The company has several 
hundred thousand tons of ore blocked 
out and measured up in its mines in 
the Portland district. Deadwood peo- 
ple feel an especial interest in thie 
company, for practically all of the $35,- 
000 cash was raised among the busi- 
ness and professional men of the city. 

THE BOSTON AND MONTANA. 
The annual report of the Boston and 
Montana Copper Company of Montana, 
oon to be issued, will, it is announced, 
show that the net earnings for the year 
1900 amounted to $6,750,000, after having 
deducted $1,000,000 for construction and 
improvements at Great Falle. Divi- 
dends for the year of $43 per share, 
amounting to $6,450,000, have been paid, 
leaving $350,000 to be added to surplus 
account, which will bring the latter up 
to $5,400,000. In 1899 the company's 
gross receipts were $11,257,280; for last 
year (1900,) it is estimated that they 
were 512,300 000. . In 1899 the company 
paid $36 per share in dividends, so that 
for last year the shareholders received 
$7 per share more than they did in 
1899.

‘UNDAY WORK STOPPED 
8 OF SANTA MONICA. 


CUSTOMS INSPECTORS WOULDN’T 
LABOR ON SABBATH. 


Southern Pacific on Both Sides of 
the Fence—Says Port Los Angeles is 
Safe, and That it Isn’t—Big Real 
Estate Deal. | 


SANTA MONICA, March 13.—[Res- 
ular Correspondence.] Three of the cus- 
tomhouse inspectors employed at Port 
Los Angeles refused Sunday to work 
on the tallying-out of a foreign coal 
cargo. Their refusal is based on sec- 
tion 2877, Revised Statutes, which says 
that an inspector shall attend to the 
delivery of a cargo under his care at 
all times, particularly from the rising 
to the setting of the sun on each day, 
Sundays and the Fourth of July in 
each year excepted.”’ 

The case is attracting a good deal of 
attention, because of the principle in- 
volved. At most of the ports of the 
United States the discharging of ship 
cargoes is not carried on on Sundays. 
At Port Los Angeles, however, the dis- 
charging of coal cargoes brought from 
British Columbia has for several years 
been carried on on Sundays aq on 
other days. 

It is contended on the part of the 
Southern Pacific company, which con- 
trols the Port Los Angeles wharf, that 
the loss of a day's time in the dis- 
charging of a big ship is an important 
item. On the other hand, it is argued 
that the operation of other eat en- 
terprises is suspended on Sundays not- 
withstanding the heavy loss involved. 


Pacific company’s argument that the 
unlading of vesesis should proceed re- 
gardless of the Sabbath, it is urged 
that whenever a vessel is lying at the 
Port Los Angeles wharf it is in an ex- 
posed position, and that the unlading 
is, therefore, an emergency case, in 
which it is the duty of the custom- 
house inspectors to act on Sunday, so 
that the vessel may be discharged and 
get away as quickly as possible. On 
that point the company is taking just 
the opposite position from what it did 
when it was secking to have the gov- 
ernment breakwater located in front 
of the company’s wharf. 

Without customhouse inspectors to 
tally out the cargo on Sundays the 
operation of discharging would of ne- 
cessity cease and a large number of 
workmen would have a Sunday rest 
which otherwise they would not get. 

Officers of the customhouse, both 
here and in Los Angeles, were asked 
today concerning the refusal of the in- 
spectors to do Sunday work, but they 
were very reticent, and would only ad- 
mit that there had been such a re
